be practicable to tloat the Maine again. 

Oreat dlfHcut1i,v is expected in re- 
covering the big ten-inclt turret guns, 
each worth •40,(K)0, owing not only to 
their own weight, 50 tons apiece, without 
carriages, but to the enormous turrets 
inclosing them with 100 tons of Kteel. 

It is doubtful if the tops of the.se 
turrets ran be removed, as was at first 
supposed, by cutting off the bolt heads 
that fix tlieiu to the sides as these large 
bolts are pro1>ably countersunk and tlu 
heads below the surfaec of the metal, 
while the confined spnoe w ithin the 
turrets would make it very difficult to 
operate tliare on tha iaalda aada eadar 

water. 

It is hoiu'd that it ma;,' 1m- feasible to 
raise tlie turrets entire witti the guua, 
if lifting apiiaratna of •oAeUBlpaww 
ean be applied.

The seope of their work is the ex- 
ploration of the ship's ^ttom gener- 
ally, tlie disentanglement of cables 
from tlie proiK-Uer shafts, and some- 
times the search for a lost torpedo or 
anchor. Bach work rarely car- 
ries them deeper than 35 feet 
into tha watar and it is 
Maid that for operationa In deeper wa- 
ter, such as would ba Involved In the 
e.xaminatlon of tlie Maine's bottom, 
their tcainlny lUM not fitted them. 
They are also laeking in that kind of 
kkill necessary to enable a diver to 
gruiM! his way into the interior parts of 
a mighty ship lilie the Maine, torn and 
dihineml)ered as she is, and this work 
is highly dangerous. Creeping through 
narrow, iron-bound passages and grop- 
ing for the doors of the numerous water- 
tight liiilUheads which divide the hull 
into many eompartmenls, on slimy 
flo<^irs and in perfeet durlcness. requires 
till- hit,' lu st e.xpert skill, ami lliat is 
w hy I apt. Siifsbee, with only his sailor 
divers ut eommanJ, had not been able 
tu do much so far towarda unraveling 
the mystery of the Maine's untimely 
end.

"When tlio I-'laehal grounded her en- 
gineers let off steam, thereby i>reveiit- 
Ing tile boiler.1 from bursting. Tlio 
passengi-rs, under charge of the doetca- 
and the- si-i'ond ofti -er were sliut up in 
the derk house under tin- bridge. 

"The captain ordered the boats out, 
but the vessel took a heavy liat to port, 
and three of the port boats were carried 
away l>y a heavy sea directly they 
were launched. An attempt was then 
made to launeh the starboard lifeboat, 
and after working steadily from two 
antll nine o'clock In the morning it auc- 
eeeded. 

"Those on board immediately made 
a desperate rush. Fifty Jumped into 
the sea in an endeavor to ren-'i the 
boat, but only 10 sue<-eeded. and two of 
these were washed out. The boat was 
full of water and it was impossible to 
use the oars. After half an hour the 
tteami'i- Susu arrited and picked up 
the 14 in the boat. 

'•Thei-e were still n1)OUt 40 people on 
the wreek. but when the Snsii returned 
from .Santa t'ru/. not a scul \\asti)be 
feen and tin- sea was washing com- 
pletely over the wreck. The captain 
Snil otiici rs did their best, but owing 
to the mounliiinous seas, it was iiii- 
()ossible to attempt to save the women 
Und children. All w ere oldiged tO jump 
for their lives. The eaptain was in bed 
ivhen the vessel struck aad tiia aaoond 
officer wa s in charge.

Good Roads. 

' Mark Twain tells a story of 
minister who was once "driven 
over a road which was so bad that 
be declared that if he ever went to 
hell he wanted to be driven over 
that road, because he would be 
glad when he got there." 

While every one is convinced 
that good roads are a blessing, 
little has been done in Western 
Kentucky toward getting good 
roads. Our works have not kept 
pace with our faith. The people 
in general do not seem to realize 
the absolute necessity of good 
roads nor of the important effect 
they have toward stimulating com 
mere* and therefore vitally effect 
ing our progress and our prosper 
ity. 

A writer who is vitally interested 
in the question of <'good roads" ex- 
claims, "Mud is only fit for poli- 
ticians to throw at each other. It 
makes bad roads." But some- 
times even the dry dirt on an im- 
proved road is used by politicians 
to pelt an official, up (or re elec- 
tion, who has committed himself 
to the idea of road improvement 
and conscienciously tried to do 
something in this line for the good 
of the public at large. While such 
a thing is deplorable it is entirely 
in line with the work of the office 
soaker whose policy is to advocate 
that which he thinks may find a 
popular response in the hearts of 
tha volers. Such is only fit for po- 
litical campaigns and should find 
no place in the transactions of 
daily life and business. We are 
unalterably opposed to ''mud 
throwing"- in any form. But if 
there ever was a case in which it 
could be justified, seems to us 
that a coat of actual, bad-road, 
loblol^ mud would not be inap- 
propriate for the man or men upon 
w^KMU rest the responsibility of ad- 
mioistMring our road laws, but who, 
for fear of giving offense to lazy or 
thriftless men who only put in 
lime on the publie loads that they 
may get rid of the job and escape 
a fine, or for le^r of the charge of 
extravagance Mda for political ef- 
fect and seconded by those whose 
purse strings arc- always tied, are 
lax in their plain duty under the law 
which, so far as it goes provides 



Soils and 

Braditreets 

Sccreiary of Agriculture Wilson 
has authorized the issue in pam- 
phlet form of a preliminary report 
on the soils of the principal to- 
bacco districts in the United 
States, prepared by Milton Whit- 
ney, chief of the division of soils. 
A study of these soils was begun 
when the tobacco exhibit was be- 
ing prepared for the Columbian 
Exposition at Chicago, and since 
that time quite a number of typical 
tobacco soils have bean esaminod 
in the laboratory connected with 
the Agricultural Department. The 
present publication, which is co- 
piously illustrated, is a prelimi- 
nary report of the work that has 
been going on. The main points 
of inquiry which now reach the de- 
partment are in regard to the kind 
of tobacco raised. 

"The tobacco plant," says the 
report, "readily adapts itself to a 
great range of climatic conditions, 
will grow on nearly every kind of 
soil, and has a comparatively short 
season of growth. It can, there- 
fore, as a matter of fact, be grown 
in nearly all parts of tha country, 
even where wheat and com cannot 
be econominally produced. But 
while tobacco can so universally 
be grown, the flavor and quality of 
the leaf are greatly influenced by 
the conditions of climate and soil. 
A nondescript tobacco is not worth 
growing, and should not be grown, 
as it lowers the price of really 
good types of tobacco to the detri- 
ment alike of grower and the con- 
sumer. It is important, therefore, 
to understand what kinds of to 
bacco are in demand and what the 
climatic and soil conditions are 
which will most ea^y {Mfoduee the 
qualitiei desired. 

"A glance at a table giving 
changes in the production of to- 
bacco from 1879 to 1889 shows 
that in this period of ten years the 
acreage and yield of the cigar to- 
baccos have been very consider- 
ably increased. The manulactur- 
ing and export districts cannot be 
sharply separated, as both kinds 
of tooaceo are frequently grown in 
the same district and the same 
kind is frequently used for both 
purposes. On the whole, there 
has been a considerable decrease 
in the acreage and yield. With 
the bright yellow and burly to- 
baccos there has bean a large in- 
crease in both acreage and yield. 
Since 1889 there has been consid- 
erable change in many of these 
districts, while other new districts, 
notably Texas and California, are 
coming into considerable promi- 
nence, both as to the area under 
cultivation and the excellent qual- 
ity of the product raiaed. The 
acreage in Florida has also been 
very greatly increased since 1889, 
but there are no reliable statistics 
to show the extent of the changes 
in the counties making up the to- 
bacco districts."

Washington, Feb. 22. — In addi

RAIDERS AGAIN. 

Qovernor Bradley Send.s Militia 

to Protect Kentucky Property. 

Frankfort, Feb. ai. — Gov. Brad- 
lep, at 4 o'clock this afternoon, tel- 
egraphed Capt. Wilson, of Com- 
pany F, Kentucky State (iuard, at 
Lexington, to take twenty-eight of 
the company's best men and pro- 
ceed at once to Jessamine county 
to guard four toll gates on the lead- 
ing road of the county that are in 
danger of destruction by the raid- 
ers. The guards were ordered out 
upon the request of some of the 
most reputable citizens of Jessa- 
mine county. In their petitition 
they stated that County Judge 
Phillips had been requested to fur- 
nisti the necessary guards, but that 
he had refused to furnish more than 
two for each gate, which would 
practically give tbe raidera full 
swing. 

5even Men for Each WInK. 

The Governor's instructions to 
Capt. Wilson were to place seven 
men at each gate, tha entire force 
to be at his command to remain on 
guard until further notice. 

The telegram received by the 
Governor stated that the town of 
Nicliolasville was crowded by the 
co'intry people wlio were talking 
in a tlircatcnin^,' manntr, and that 
immediate action was ncctssaty. 

In speaking of his action in call- 
ing out the soldiers, the Governor 
said: "1 will order them out when 
ever I tbink it necessary for the 
protection of the property of pri- 
vate citizens. There has been 
some adverse cDticisnis at niy act- 
ions in this matter by certain news- 
papers, who have often made it 
appear that I was getting ready to 
order the soldiers out, when there 
was abaolutely no truth in the 
statement. I will not hesitate to 
make siicli .in order when it COmes 
from the proper persons.

J.inuary i, 1898, with those of 
July I, iScjf), thf nearest date oli- 
tainablc to Mr. IJryan's nomination 
i.=! suppleinenttil wilh a further 
statement by the same journal, 
bhowing prices of various articles 
produced and consumed by the 
farmer'on February i, 1898, and 
at sundry periods during the past 
three years. It is interesting to 
ol. serve that in nearly ever case 
farm products advanced immedi- 
ately following the eieclion of Pres- 
ident McKinley,and have continued 
to advance since that time. The 
following table quotes prices on 
I he date of the nomination of Mr. 
Hrvan and the adoption of the 
Dciiiocratic declaration tliat prices 
could not advance except through 
the free coinage of silver, and com- 
pares with them those of .\pril i, 
1H97, the nearest obtainable .date 
to the inauguration oi PreaidCht 
McKinley; also those ot February 
I, iSijH. It will be observed that 
in nearly every case there has been 
a steaily increase despite the fact 
that the voters of the country re- 
jected the silver proposition. In 
another tahle is given tbe prices of 
articles which tbe farmer must 
buy, similarly arranged as to dates. 
In these articles it will be noticed 
that prices have fallen. The prices 
quoted are those of New York 
markets, except in case of live 
stock and meats, where, in most 
cases, Chicago prices arc quoted.

The 
sales of corn meal for the seven 
months amounied to {983,013 
against 1441,246 in the correspond- 
ing months of the preceding year. 
The January sales of oats amount- 
ed to $1,362,591 against $573,091 
in January 1897, and for the seven 
months were fit, 262, 147 against 
$5,361,749 in the corresponding 
months of the prccfdmg year, wliile 
there was a correspomling increase 
in the exportations of oat meal. 
The exportations of rye (or the 
seven months were $4,188,772 in 
value, against $1,9618,756 in the 
same months a year earlier. They 
sent abroad in [anuary $9,106,747 
worth of wheat, against $5,086,946 
worth in January 1897, and for the 
seven months ending February ist, 
the exportationa of wheat amounted 
to 187,551,538 against l44>487.059 
I in the corresponding months of the 
I preceding year. Wheat flour also 
i brought more money into their 
pockets, the exportations for the 
seven montlis amounting to $39,- 
684.134, against $36,637,623 in the 
same months of last year. The 
total exportation of breadstuffs in 
January, 1898, amoaated to$24,- 
771,160, while thoee of January, 
1H97, were only $16,971, 173, and 
for the seven months ending Feb- 
ruary 1, 1K98, were $183,027,399. 
those of the seven months ending 
February x, 1897, being but $121,- 
945.133. There was also a gain in 
the exportation of provisions, the 
total for January, 1898, being $16,- 
373.936; that (or January, 1897, 
$13,104,164; while for the seven 
months ending Feljruary i, 1898, 
the total was ^ 106,962,041, and 
that of the seven months ending 
February i, 1897, only $94,369,335. 
The total exportation of bread- 
stuffs and provisions during the 
seven months ending February i, 
1898 amounted to $289,989,440, 
against $216,314,487, making the 
gain for the seven months just end- 
ed over the corresponding seven 
months ot the preceding year the 
handsome sum of ^73,674,953, an 
amount auffidant to pay off several 
farm mortgages.

Farm Animals in 1897. 

The value of all classes of farm 
animala in the United States Jsnu- 
ary i, 1898, was $150,000,000 
greater than a year ago, according 
to the annual live stock report just 
published by the American Agri- 
culturist. This places the total 
value at $2,037,000,000 against 
$,887,000,000 a year earlier. In 
this improvement every class of 
farm animala except mules besrs 
a part. The moat gratifying feat* 



ure of the ahowTng this year, be- 
cause it must be taken as indicative 
of the permanent character of the 
improvement, is the fact that this 
gain in price is ipiite generally ac- 
companied liy an hk rease in num- 
bers. Horsi-s and mules show s 
slight decrease, though in case of 
each tbe general aituation is im- 
proving, and . horsea ahow an 
advance of appraaiBiately $3.31 
per head. The numbes of milch 
cows has increased slightly and 
the average price advanced $3 per 
heiid. The total number of sheep 
is now estimated at more than 
1,000,000 above last year's figures, 
and the average price is placed at 
$3.50 per head against $1.95 in 
1897 and |i.(>o in 1896. The high- 
est average price o( sheep per head 
since 1S90 was reported January i, 
1893, at $2.66. It is estimated 
there are 2,000,000 hogs more in 
the country than a year ago, and 
the price, though low. has shown 
a slight gain, indicative of the 
strength o( the genera! situation.
